“At my 
house, 3154 Lake Park avenue, the dirt sifts 
in continually, through the windows. This 
was bad enough, but recently the road has es- 
tablished a station for through trains at 
Thirty-first street, where the great mogu! 
engines stop. The roar from their exhausts 
is frightful, and there is little sleep in the 
house until the night trains, which go out 
late in the evening and on until midnight, all 
have passed. 

Shows Drop in Land Values. 

“Property is depreciating steadily, . al- 
though, with prospects of electrification, peo- 
ple who sold are beginning to buy back. My 
own house cost $16,000 to bulld, and I know 
I could not get for it half of what it seld for 
twelve years agv, although {t is well kept up. 
A house a little way from me which sold for 
$10,000 a few years ago was bought back 
recently for $4,000. _ 

“I remember when, with prices compara- 
tively lower, rents for houses along my 
street were from $100 to $120 per month and 
all the houses were full all the.time. Now 
rents stand at $40 or $45 and thereare plenty 
of places to select from. 


“IT believe this is good enough evidence to 


show that the road is maintaining a nuisance 
which should be abated just as much as if 
a private citizen was doing the same thing.”’ 

Much pleasure was evinced by the an- 
nounsement that the Chicago Anti-Smoke 
league has been indorsed by the Chicago So- 
ciety of Physicians. ° Mrs. Charles H. Sergel, 
who told the meeting about it, also said this 
makes forty-two organizations to take 
similar action, 

“IT want to invite every one to come to the 
council meeting Monday night,’ she said. 
‘‘ We are going to present our petition with 
50,000 names at that time, and we want your 
moral support. We do not intend obstructing 
the business of the council, but we do want 
a good crowd on hand.” 


New Campaign of Arrests. 


A new campaign of arrests and fines for . 


violators of the smoke ordinance throughout 
the city was announced in the evening by 
P. P. Bird, chief of the city’s department of 
smoke inepection. He declared that rigor- 


r ous prosecution was the only method of bring- 


ing about obedience to the law. He hes tried 
the system of advice and education for a 
year and a half. Now he will take drastic 
measures. 

The Chicago section of the American Chem- 
ical society, at a meeting in the rooms of the 
Chicago Drug Trade club, 122 Franklin streét, 
listened to a discussion of the smoke nuisance 
question from the ecientific, practical, and 
jegal sides, andiit was there that Mr. Bird told 
of his plans. 

“ You must not think that the elimination 
of smoke ig a hopeless task,” he said, ‘‘ just 
because there ie not on the market a single 
device that will prevent smoke per se. The 
engineer or fireman cannot go away and 
leave it alone without being tn danger of 
trouble from the oa department. 


“ There na a wih 4 ‘much attention ‘given to 


these devices, and I am glad to say thereare | 


a great many thet are satisfactory when 
properly handled. That is proved by the hun- 
dreds and hundreds of stacks in the city that 
do not stow a sign of smoke. There has 


. been more done in Chicage for the abatement 7 


of the nuisance than in any other elty in the 
work.” 


The speaker then told of the new methods 


of treating habitual violators—that of as- 
sistasrce rather than punishment alone, but 
he adde@ that his department had become 
discouraged by the tack’ of permanent re- 
sults following the pursuit of this pian. 

“Although everybody 
else to stOp making smoke, they don't want 
to do it themastives,” he declared. “ We have 
been obliged to bring a number of suits on 
this account, and I. am afraid we shail have 
te brigg more of them.”

LOWER GRADES NEED ROOM. 


Basements and *‘Portables’’ for Child- 
ren of Congested Wards, 


While high school principals are demand- 
ing expensive equipments for pupils from 
wealthy families, the poorer children of 
Chicago are being taught in basement rooms, 
in “ portable” classrooms, and in half day 
divisions. . 

Edwin Go Cooley, city superintendent of 
schools, drew this picture of local school 
condjtions yesterday for the benefit of the 
buildings and grounds committee of the board 
of education. A request for an immediate 
expenditure of $60,000 for a gymnasium and 
addition to the John Marshall High school 
had been advocated strongly by several of 
the trustees, and the debate that followed 
smoved the superintendent to say what was 
in. hie heart ih a way which the school board 
seldom has encountered 

“We are fitting up basement rooms in the 
elementary buildings,”” said Mr. Cooley, 
“and taking away even the little playroom 
the children have. We are placing ‘ port- 
ables’ in the school yards and making the 
children do their playing in the street, When 
you do this sort of thing, to give a beaut- 
ful gyminasium and playground to the Mar- 
shall school, doesn’t seem to me fair!’ 


Guerin and Spiegel with Cooley. 

Trustees Spiegel and Guerin sided with 
Supt. Cooley, opposing President Schneider 
and Mr. Griefenhagen, who wanted the high 
achool addition. 

“Tr I hadmyp way about it,’ said Dr. Guerin 
excitedly, “‘I’d supply the poor children of 
the city with elementary accommodations 
before I bullt a single high school. 

“Until the younger Thildren are provided 
for, I'd stop teaching higher mathematics, 
ana Greek and Latin, and many of those 
things that are being badly taught, as shown 
in some of our recent reports. I'd take care 
of the elementary children first. The high 
schools come afterward,” 

“This won't interfere with the elementary 
schools a single day,’’ interrupted Mr. Grief- 
enhagen. 

“Certainly it will,” retorted Mr. Spiegel. 
“ The money will be used in another way if 
it isn't used for this. We lose most of our 
children at the end of the eighth grade, and 
qur first object should be to provide ordinary 
elementary quarters for these.”’

‘“* Well,” said Mr. Greifenhagen, ‘' we have 
the echool management committee’s recom- 
mendation to restore the Marshal! schoo! to 
the place on our building’ program that it 
would have had before.”

George 'W. Haines of the Hill Reporting 
company says Browning last June gave 
Jasper N. Stillson, a downtown Saloonkeeper 
and restaurant owner, six drafts for amounts 
aggregating $1,481, which were made out on 
the Massachusetts Banking and Mortgage 
company of Boston, and the drafts when pre- 
sented were not honored. 


Drafts Drawn by Hopper.

Five other business men in the downtown 
district also. cashed drafts for them. Al 
the drafts were in the name of Foster Hop- 
per. The Massachusetts Banking and Mort- 
gage company, Haines said, refused to honor 
them and said they were not genuine. 


Stillson Wants His Money. 
Stilleon sought out Browning, who said he 
was ignorant of any wrongdoing and that if 
the drafts were bad he would make good 
the amount. Stillison waited until a few days 
ago, when he turned the matter over to the 
Hilh Reporting company fo” a settlement. 
Browning, after being put in a cell at Cen- 
tral station, asked the police to notify Luther 
Laflin Mills, who, he said, was hi@ attorney. 
The prisoner will be arraigned in Harrison 
street court this morning. Attorney W. T. 
Coad, who has an office in the Stock Ex- 
‘ehange building, also went to Centra) sta- 
tion and talked with the prisoner. He said 
he knew Browning and believed he was be- 
yond engaging in any such a swindle,

An appeal for assistance in stopping the 
rapid spread of typhoid fever, which is as- 
suming the magnitude of an epidemic in 
this southern section of the city, was sent 
yesterday to 500 cerns: doctors, drug- 
gists, and citizens by Dr. W . A. Bvans, com- 
missioner of health. 

It will be followed today by an appeal to 
the clergy direct to speak before their re- 
spective co ions on Sunday for the 
purpose of arousing the people to the danger 
which they face, and persuading them to 
take elementary precautions. With such 
assistance, it is believed, the disease can 
be prevented from spreading. 


Letter of Dr. Evans. 

Dr. Evans’ letter to be sent out follows: 

“Typhoid fever is on the increase in West 
Pullman and vicinity. It ls transmitted by 
food and drink. Boiling kite the typhoid 
germ. The health department cannot reach 
alt. individuals in your community, but 
through thé help of persons whom the com- 
munity is apt to respect we can accomplish 
a greatdeal. Will you kindly heip us in this 
work and ask those who may be benefited by 
the advice to do the following, in prevention 
of typhoid fever: 

‘41, Boil the milk. Raw milk seems to have 
been the conveyor of typhoid fever in your 
community. 

“@ Boil as much of the other food as pos- 
sible. Files from sickroom contaminate the 
food. 

3 Bcreen your residences, especially your 
kitchen and pantry, against files. Any flies 
Glighting on your, food may come directly 
from the typhoid fever sickroom, 

“Urge all patients sick with typhoid fever 
to use disinfectants freely. 

““ We write this letter hoping you will co- 
operate with the health department In at- 
tempting to stamp out the epidemic of typhoid 


munity. If these rules are followed typhoid 
fever wili have little chance to spread exten- 


sively.” 
Pulpit Has Power to Aid. 


Dr. Gottfried Koehler, chief food inzpector, 
saii that with assistance from the pulpits 
of the suburb he believed the department's 
efficiency would be increased materially. 

“ A minister goes to call upon sick persons 
as part of his work," said Dr. Koéhler. 
“ Why shouldn't he tell well persons how to 
stay. well? The service {n reality is greater 
and should be appreciated accordingly.

this village. 
Stricken Town’s Appeals for Aid. 


Metz was a place of 200 persons. Yester- 
terday afternoon they sent telegrams to 
north and south saying that forest fires were 
closing in on all sides arid asking for relief. 

A special train of three empty box carsand 
two coal gondolas was rushed to Mets in 
charge of John E. Kinville, a conductorj 
William Foster, engineer; Arthur Lee, fire- 
man, and William Barrett. brakeman. 

As rapidly as possible the people and their 
goode were loaded into the cars. Some re- 
fused to abandon their goods or thé train 
might have left earlier and have reached 
Alpena in safety. Whem the train finally 
started there were about 100 frightened pete 
sons aboard. 

The flames already were sweeping titotaadlh 
the village. 

Engineer Fosterstarted for Alpena. Near- 
ing Nowicki crossing he saw blazing piles 
of cedar ties on both sides of the track, 
Opening wide the throttle, he tried to dash 
through at full speed, but the heat had 
loosened the rails and they had spread and 
the train left the track. 


Women and Children Cremated, 

Blazing piles of ties surrounded it, and in 
an instant the cars caught fire. The terror 
stricken people, caught by the peril from 
which they were fleeing, jumped from the 
ears and rushed down the track. 

The women and their children were not 
quick enough. They were cremated im the 
gondola car, where they were caught. 

Brakeman William Barrett sprang into 
the water tank behind the engine, only to 
be literally bolled to death as the flames 
swept over it. Engineer Foster and Con- 
ductor Kinviile fled down the track through 
the fire and smoke, and were the firat to 
reach the village of Posen and réport the 
wreck, and ask for assistance from here. 

Behind them straggied a Durned and 
wounded procession of refugees from the 
‘wrecked train. It was a fearful march over 
the hot tles, with the flames from the burs- 
ing woods on either side of the track roaring 
and snapping in their faces. 


Survivors Dazed by Suffering. 

Engineer Foster was terribly burned about 
the head and face, but it is thought that he 
will survive. Conductor Kinville was badiy 
scorched. James White was totally blinded 
by bis burna. John Nowicki Sr-and his wife 
and Mrs. Albert Hardies and her young son 
were also seriously burned. Many more of 
the refugees are suffering from burns. . 

The survivors of the frightful experience 
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They seemed to realize nothing except the 


necessity for running to escape the intense 


heat and menacing flames. It was dificult 
to get any coherent statements from them 

as to loss of life in the wreck or as to whether 

there had been any people left behind ip 

Mets. 

R. S Richards, a Bay City traveling sales- 

man. when he arrived at Posen said: 

“ as the train left the track the heartrend- 
ing cries of women and children sent a chill 
over my body. Ldié not wait to see the out- 
come, as I knew it would be of no avail, and 
every minete was precious. George Boston, 
also of Bay City, myself, and another map 
started together. We walked down the track 
toward Posen. In some places the flames 
forced us to run, and Mr. Boston was burned 
about the face before he reached safety. 
Beveral other mem left the scene about the 
game time we did, but when we reached 
Posen they were not to be seen. They may 
have perished in the flames. . 


Fear to Board Another Train. 

“There was absolutely no chance to save 
the women and children from the gondola 
car. The time was too short. It probably 
will be a week or more before it is known 
definitely how many people perished in the 
village of Metz. The fire had gained a foot- 
hold in the town before the train’ left, and 
in all probability many of the citizens were 
cremated.” 

Others stated that when the relief train left 
Metz it carried all the inhabitants of the 
village except George Cicero, the station 
agent, who stayed to handle the railroad wire 
and escaped through plowed fields when the 
fire reached the station, only to find his wife 
and three children cremated in the wreck of 
the relief train. A fourth child, a boy about 
31 years old, had jumped from the burning 
ear and escaped with slight injuries. 

The first relief train from here reached the 
crossing this forenoon and brought back the 
bodies and those of the refugees who wished 
to come. Some of them were so hysterical 
from fright that they refused to ride on the 
train, fearing another accident. 


Victims Are Caught Unaware. 

The inhabitants of Presque Isle were 
caught unawares. There had been smol- 
dering blazes and on Thursday when a 
gale sprang up the fires blag up afresh, 
sending their sparks far ahead into dense 
thickets; dry as tinder after a summer of un- 
precedented drought. The flames grew in in- 
tensity with every fresh gaie and spread at 
fearful rate. , | 

The center of the whole fire seemed to be 
Metz. This was the railroad port of entry 
to Rogers City, the county seat, twelve miles 
to the north, and was the outlet to a large 
and thriving farming’ settlement of Germans 
and Poles. ae 

“The town laid on a north and south road 
and had but one street. On the east side of 
this street stretched the setae a places. 
Across this road, only seventy feet away, was 
a ljarge tract of cutover land, literally covered 
with tree tops and dry brush. - On the south 
wide of the railway track were the school- 
house, station agent’s house, and the large 
mill of Lombard & Rittenhouse, with several 
hundred thousand feet of umber. 


Fire Comes from North. 


The fire came to the doomed town from the 
north, first igniting the church.. Then at the 


- paiiroad track it penetrated, catching the 


large mill and nearby houses. After that 
nothing could be done. Conductor Kinville 
and Assistant Agent George Cicero staid in 
the depot at Metz, which was the last bulld- 
ing to go, until the flames reached it. Then 
they rushed to a horse they had in waiting 
and drove through to Posen. | 

This was after the rescue train had taken 
@way the women and children, only to be 
caught by the flames later after the wreck. 

The loss in the Metz neighborhood cannot 
be estimated. Besides the destruction of the 
town fully fifty farmhouses were destroyed. 
The éntire farming district around Metz and 
South Rogers is a blackened w . A trav- 
eler driving from Rogers Ci to Posen 
counted the ruins of twenty-six farmhouses, 

The other great fire center of the county 
was the section around Millersburg, Ocqueoe 
township, and Allis township. At Millers- 
burg Thursday afternoon the strongest ef- 


- forts possible were necéseary to keep the fires 


from getting into the town. 

‘Threatened first: on one side and then on 

@nother, a weary vigil all night was kept. 
On the south side of the town the fire epread 
through to the river’s edge, and if a single 
spark had crossed into a big sawdust heap 
which lay on the north ene of the stream 
nothing would have saved the town, Six 
hours with a constant stream of water play- 
ing on all exposed property saved it. 

Fight Fails to Save Miil. 

In Allis township, west of here, flames 
ewept through some of the finest hardwood 
timber in this country. The Michigan Con- 
tracting company of Detroit had a new saw 
mill and fine tract of timber located there. 
Ten men in charge of Dick Plume labored 
incessantly until evening and thought they 
had saved the property. But a flerce blast 
of wind carried a flaming brand into a skid- 
way of dry hemiock and the fire was soon 
beyond control. 

The mill, over a million and a half feet of 
lumber, the camps, and thousands of feet 
of logs in the woods were all destroyed. 
Plume and his men, together with his wife 
and children, drove through mi of flam- 
ing forest to safety.

New York, Oct. 16.—[Special.]}—Government 
witnesses today testified in corroboration of 
the statements made om Thursday by District- 
Attorney Stimson in the trial of Charlies Ww 
Morse and Alfred H. Curtis. 

These statemente were that it would be 
shown that the defendants had mismanaged 
the National Bank of Nerth America, tha: 
Charles W. Morse wae the rea! ruler of the 
bank’s affairs, and that he had made use of 
dummies in the menipulation of loans and 
juggling the accounts of the bank. :

The testimony interesting to the layman 
began with,sthat of Edward P. Moxey, a na- 


“tional bank examiner and former member of 


the consolidated stock exchange, who had 
been employed by the federal department 
of justice to examine the books of the bank. 

He said that under date of Dec. 8, 1905, he 
had found that a loan of $114,000 in round 
figures had been made to Davison Brown on 
4,000 shares of American Ice, the stock stand- 
ing in the name of John F. Carroll. Other 
loans to the same man on the same date were 
for $27,550 and $20,717, and besides the Ameri- 
can Ice stock there were 700 shares of United 
Copper put up as security, the copper stock 
also belonging to Carroll, according to the 
schedule. 

He testified also t6 finding records of loans 
to Leslie E. Whiting in various sums. One 
of these was $82.000. One was $159,000. 
The government proceeded to show by Mr. 
Moxey from the records of the bank the 
taking up of these loans by part payments 
and new loans to the same man, or at least 
in the same name. 


Gave Notes, but Never Paid Them. 

Leslie E. Whiting on the stand said he was 
19 years old at the time he was in the em- 
ploy of Primrose & Braun, when the loans 
in question in his name were made, and 
that he earned at that time $12 a week. He 
said he was not at that time in a position 
to borrow or to pay any such sums as ap- 
peared as loaned to him; that he could hardly 
have paid $1,000. 

He remembered the loans and remembered 
giving promissory notes, but he never re- 
notes; 
neither had he expected to be obliged to seat 
them; he had no interest in the loans repre- 
sented; had never been called upon to pay 
them; had never owned any ice or Uhited 
copper stock. or offered any such as col- 
lateral for a loan. 


Once Owed Bank $310,000. 

In the testimony of Mr. Moxey, Whiting 
at one time owed the bank as much as 
$310,000. There was hardly a week in 1907, 
the testimony showed, that Whiting did not 
borrow $100,000 or more. It always ap- 
peared %n the records as presented, how- 
ever, that the money borrowed by. Whiting 
was credited to the account of Charles w. 
Morse. 

After Whiting had been made to describe 
on the stand how he had come to sign the 
notes which made him indebted to the bank 
for such large amounts he was asked: 

“Could you have paid this note I hola 
here for $82,000?" 

“ What—me?” answered the boy. 
no, I couldn't.” 

“Could you have paid a $1,000 note?” 
pressed the attorney for the prosecution. 

“No, sir,"’ responded the boy. 


To Break Court Rule of 25 Years. 

For half an hour longefthe youth was kept 
on the stand while a bunch of letters, bear- 
ing the signature “ Leslie E. Whiting ” ana 
directed to the Nationa! Bank of North Amer- | 
iea, were read. These letters, couched in 
business-like terms, gave orders to the bank 
for transferring collateral, charges, and re- 
newals of notes.

BERLIN, Oct. 16.—Dr. Walther Wever, 
German consul in Chicago, hag been pro- 
moted to the position of consul general at 
Cape Town, South Africa. This means along 
step forward for Dr.’ Wever and places him 
directly in line for high honors in the German 
diplomatic service. 

The importance of Dr. Wever’s new post is 
partly due to the complicated interests of 
Germany and England in South Africa. Fur- 
thermore, Cape Town is the capital of a self- 
governing commonwealth and it is not impos- 
sible that Wever’s next post may be the em- 
bassy at Washington. 

Before hig appointment to Chicago Dr. 
Wever was for five years consul genera! at 
Rio de Janeiro, Brazil. He began his duties 
in Chicago on June 8, 1900. 

Dr. Wever’'s efforts on behalf of the Ger- 
man-American university relations, particu- 
larly the great German convocation in Chi- 
cago in 1908, are highiy appreciated by the 
German government. 

Dr. Wever’s brother is assistant secretary 
of the Prussian ministry of education. 

Dr.: Wever was unable to say last night 
when he will lave. It may beinafew weeks 
and-it may not be for several monthe. He 
expresses sincere regret at being cormipelied 
to leave Chicago. 

“We men in the consular and. diplomatic 
service have really no homes,’’ he said, 
‘but so far asI could havea home anywhere 
I have had one in Chicago. I have made 
many friends, my children have grown up 
here, and I pave been happy in this city.”

REFUSAL TO PAY TURKEY. 

SOFIA, Oct. 16.—The members of the Bul- 
garian cabinet who yesterday acc@mpanied 
Czar Ferdinand to his Bietritzga hunting lodge 
in the Bilo mountains returned here late 
this afternoon and announced the result of 
their deliberations under the presidency of 
Ferdinand: 

The cabinet has decided to reject the pro- 
posal emanating from London for the pay- 
ment of indemnity to Turkey as a condition of 
recognizing Bulgaria's independence. A 
note to that effect will be sent by the Bul- 
garian administraticn to the powers. The 
only question the government is willing to 
negotiate the purchase rights of the Ori- 
ental road company. 

A communication has been sent to the offi- 
clale of the road inviting the company to 
submit to the government the terms on 
which it is willing to surrender. the lease. 
The communication states that Bulgaria 
now is administering the line provisionally 
and maintaining the company's rates. 


BOSNIAN CAPITAL CUT OFF. 
ST. PETERSBURG, Oct. 16.—A dispatth to 
the Novoe Vremya from Belgrade says that 
the railway bridge over the Bosmia river at 
Vranduk, Bosnia, has been blown up and 
destroyed, thus cutting off communication 
with Serayeva, the capital of Bosnia. 


ABRUZZi COMING TO AMERICA. 


Duke Recently Has Purchased Many

Agriculturists, Not Farmers. 


** Most of the Chicago men who own farms 
are agricuiturists, not farmers,’ said former 
Judge Nathaniel C. Sears, who boasts of the 
fancy gardem products which he raises on 
bis Lake Genewa farm. “ The difference !s 
that the farmer makes money out of the soll 
and the agriculturist makes his money else- 
where, then puts it into the soil, 

“The answers to practicaliy all of the ques- 
tions propounded by the country Hfe com- 
mission are favorable because the conditions 
of the farmers generally have improved won- 
derfully in the last few years. My answer 
to the last query, concerning the most impor- 
tant single thing that can be done for the 
betterment of country life,is thie: Establish 
pienty of free libraries. 

** While the sons and daughters of farmers 
are being-given fairly good educations at the 
cross roads schools—the sort that is neces- 
sary for them—they need libraries. Of course. 
there is a good public Nbrary at Lake Geneva 
and they are opening one at Williams Bay, 
but the average rural district is notably 
short on reading rooms and good: hooks. 

“I say give the young people plenty of good 
reading and one of the chief disadvantages 
of country Ife will have been removed." ~ 


Chief Justice a Real Farmer. 

Chief Justice Harry Olsen, who presides 
over the destinies of the Municipal court, 
spends his leisure time dressed in overalls, 
following a plow, or studying the methods 
of ygising hemp on hisfarm. His chief fear 
is that he may be classed among the agri- 
culturists instead of the common farmers. 

“T am just a-farmer, and, even if I do 
live im the city, I have got a lot of them 
beaten at their own profession,” said the 
judge last evening. “ Why, do you know 
that I raised such a crop of hemp on my 
farm this year that the agricultural depart- 
meni sent a man out here from Washington 
to look atit? Yes, sir, they id. 

‘** Hemp never before has been raised in 
this part of the country, and, as it is a much 
bigger money maker than oats and corn, I 
believe that my example will be followed and 
other farmers will plant hemp instead of 
these grains.”’ ? 

‘* But isn’t the credit due to your foreman 
instead of yourself?" Judge Olson was 
asked. 

“ Not a bit of it,” he said. “‘ I do the brain 
work. My library is filed with agricultural 
books, and I read them all. The selection 
of the seed is everything, and I find time be- 
fore court convenes to do this work my- 
self.”’ 

In answer to the first question on the List, 
Judge Olson said the farmhouses in his 
neighborhood were as good as they should 
be under existing conditions—many of them 
better. To the commission’s next query of 
“ Why," he said he didn't know.

Wo Wonder He Likes It. 


. D. Countiss, a broker, whose agri- 
cultpra§ instincts caused him to raise a few 
choice articles for his table in Lake Geneva, 
believes the farmers’ existence has got the 
complex life beaten in every way.

Geneva, I should say tha¢ the average coun- 
try home costs about $500,000 or more, has 
more conveniences than many Chicago 
homes, and, in answer to the commission's 
question, are as good as they should be under 
existing conditions,’’ said Mr. Countiss.

A. ¢C. Bartlett, president of the firm of 
Hibbard, Spencer, Bartlett & Co., does not 
believe he deserves: any credit for the valu- 
able crop which can be seen on his place at 
Lake Geneva at any time of the year. 

“My crop was there when I purchased 
the place and unless somebody gets busy 
with an ax, it will remain there,” said mr. 
Bartlett. “ My farm yields nothing buttrees

Straw Ballot Taken by Success 
Magazine Concedes Him 56 
More than Required. 


BRYAN’S SHARE IS 161. 


Nonpartisan Review Is Based on 
Careful and Conservative — 
Canvass. 


New York, Oct. 16.—[{Special.]—Bryan’s 
chances of election to the presidency Nov. 3 
are not rosy, according to a forecast pub- 
lished in the current number of Success Mag- 
azine. The forecast is based on information 
as to local poiltical ‘conditions received from 
15,000 members of Success Magazine's auxil- 
fary board of life subscribers. Special ref- 
erence is given to probable results in the 
doubtful states. 

Summarizing the reports received, the pre- 
diction is made that Taft will surely have 298 
electoral votes, or 56 more than the 242 re- 
quired for election. Bryan will have 161 
electoral votes and 24 electoral votes are 
classed as doubtful. 

magazine in its review of the situation 
say 

= a the first place, the fact cannot be too 
etrongly emphasized that Success Magazine 
is absolutely nonpartisan in its treatment of 
public affains. Perhaps the best proof of 
our nonpartisan character is found in the 
politics of our life subscribers as ascertained 
in the vote just taken.

STARR'S HOPES FOR BRYAN.

OF BANKS AS A LIVE ISSUE. 


German Friends and Adherents Claimed 
for the Nebraskan.

Western Starr, one of the most active 
speakers for the democratic national com- 
mittee, returned to national headquarters at 
Chicago a day or two ago after an extended 
trip through Nebraska, Kansas, and lowa, 
He reports those three states as absolutely 
safe for the democratic ticket. Here are 
some of the figures upon which he bases bis 
opinion: 

In Topeka are the shops of the Santa Fé 
railroad. They used to employ 6,000 men, 
but after twelve years of complete repub- 
lican domination of the government, after 
that complete prosperity which the repub- 
lican party is always going to give us “ after 
election,” they are now employing only 2,300. 
This does not encourage the town. 

As to the 2,200 iow employed, a foreman 
in the works. seid: ‘ Under ordinary cir- 
cumstances there would be 2,000 republicans 
and 800 democrats. This year there will be 
2,000 democrats and, 300 republicans, and 
how many of the republicans will take the 
pains to go to the polle and vote is a matter 
of guesswork. They don't talk as if they 
would.” 

At Lawrence is the University of Kansas. 
Of course, comparatively few college stt- 
dents are old enough to vote, but as a rule 
they reflect the political opinione of the 
father who stays at home and sends the 
money necessary to meet the cost of their 
education. This year there has been org®- 
ized at the University of Kansas a students’ 
democratic club with 205 members. 


Bank Question Plays Part. 

“In the southern tter of counties of Kan- 
sas,"’ said Mr. Starr, “there have been 
within.a few years a serious number of bank 
failures, several suicides of bank officers due 
to their betrayal of trusts and much suffer- 
ing among the deposftors. Mr. Bryan's plan 
for the guaranty of bank deposits has met 
with universal approval there. 80 much so 
that I believe it the dominant issue in de- 
termining the political action of the state. 

“Something of the same sort exists in 
northern Iowa. Therethe counties are popu- 
lated largely by thrifty Germans and Scan- 
dinavians, who believe when they deposit 
their money in the bank they should have 
something more to show for it than a mere 
bank book. I learned that the change there 
approximated a 10 per cent democratic gain. 
In the larger towns of Iowa industrial dis- 
tress exists to an extent hardly paralleled 
since the dark days of 1893. 

“‘In Nebraska the farmers are prosperous 
so far as their crops go, but are bitter 
against the trusts, which rob them on the 
one hand when they ship their cattle, hogs, 
or fruits to market, and on the other hand 
extort from them the highest prices for cloth- 
ing, farm utensils, himber, and all that they 
need in the conduct of their daily life. 

‘I absolutely believe that these three 
great states, Kansas, Nebraska, and Iowa, 
will give their electoral votes to Mr. Bryan.’’ 


Claims Germans for Bryan. 


Otto Doederlein has charge of the foreign 
press bureau of the democratic national com- 
mittee. He is no novice in the work, having 
served before in the same capacity in the 1900 
campaign and in several state campaigns. 
Under Grover Cleveland’s adminisfration he 
was consul at Leipsic. He knows the Ger- 
man community well, and what he has had to 
say in the last few days concerning the vote 
it will cast this coming election is of value. 

“It looks to me,”’ he says, “‘ as if the Ger- 
man disaffection this year alone will give the 
election to Bryan. In Illinois are 1,500,000 
German voters. Heretofore about 75 or 80 
per cent have voted the republican ticket. 
This yedr fully a quarter of these will either 
vote for Bryan or refrain from voting. 

“Ohio has 1,750,000 German voters, the 
old and the new percentages of the vote are 
about the same asin Lllinols. Indiana has 
750,000 German voters, Wisconsin of course 
is heavily German, and in both of these states 
the trend toward the democratic party 
among them is decided 

“The general feeling appears to be that 
they are influenced mainly by a desire fora 
change of administration. They feel that the 
indefinite continuance of one party in power 
does not advance the ideal of civic liberty; 
they who came here from the fatherland are 
mostly from that class which has always 
stood for the democratic conception of gov- 
ernment. They believe in rotation in office.” 


Wisconsin Teutons Democratic. 


Two other Germans of standing, not alto- 
gether disassociated with politics, called at 
the democratic national headquapters aft- 
er a trip through Wisconsin. One, Hugo 
Grosser, said: 
you exact facts. We found German commu- 
nities heretofore well nigh unanimously re- 
publican which showed tremendous drifts 
toward Bryan. General dissatisfaction with 
conditions is observable everywhere. Ger- 
mans form a large section of the voting popu- 
lation in that state and they are going in vast 
numbers to Bryan.” 

A circular letter sent out from national 
headquarters to representative Germans 
throughout, Wisconsin brought replies.that 
gave added force to these views. And in 
Wisconsin it does not appear to be any is- 
sue, but merely a desire to have a chanye 
in. administration. 

A correspondent from Pittsburg writes to 
me some suggestive views as to the progress 
of this campaign. He begins by saying, “‘ The 
republican party while promising to revise 
the tariff in its platform its talking protective 
tariff to all the mill workers in this district.’’

“ There is no class of men in this part of the 
country whose wages have been reduced in 
the last fifteen years so much as the skilled 
laborer in‘all branches of iron and steel, and 
his wages have been reduced all the way from 
20 per cent to 75 per cent. Not only that, but 
they are producing twice as much iron and 
stee] for a Gay's Work now as they were fif- 
teen years bac If this fact was added io 
the reduction their pay it would mean a 
reduction of over 100 per cent. 

“Yet the republican press and republican 
orators are talking every day and making

WANT NO GUARANTY LAW 


Men of Finance, by Vote of 1,075 
to 471, Decide Against “Ok- 
lahoma Issue.” 


The democratic national ¢ommittee ha 
been hit wifh a: boomerang, The members 
conducted a postal cafd canvass among the 
smaller bankers of the country, expecting to 
get materia! for an argument in faver of the 
Oklaioma bank guarantee plan—the joint in- 
vention of William J. Bryan and Gov, 
Charits 
what they wanted. 

The bankers were asked to state whether 
they preferred postal savings banks or a 

rantee law. The alternate replies 
closed postal cards read: 
in favor of postal savings banks 
instead of a law guaranteeing deposits. 

* 2. Tam in favor of a law for the guaran- 
tee of deposits instead of postal savings 
banka.” 

When the cards came in and were counted 
the results were found to be:

The canvassere naturally took it for grant- 
ed that the noncomsittal votes came from 
bankers who did not want either kind of a 
law. 


Told “Issue’’ Is Vital. 

‘In the endeavor to make the guaranty of 
deposits as attractive as possible, especially 
to country bankers, who would come into 
sharp competition with postal sayings banks, 
the circulam which was sent out with the 
ecards insisted that they must choose bétween 
the two propositions. In onolay type the 
circular stated: 

Postal Savings bank vs. Guaranty of Deposits. 
This is the issue. One or the other is going to win 
in the election. This is no theory. It is a fact. 

Then, after quoting the banking planks of 
the republican and democratic platforms, 
the circular concludes: 

Bankers must make a choice whether the money 
of their committee is to be deposited in the 
postoffice or whether it shal! be deposited in their 
own banks. 

However, a more than two to one mafority 
of the bankers were seemingly so sceptical 
ofthe wisdom of Mr. Bryan’s present pet 
plank that they voted in favor of the postal 
savings banks.

This is the result of an actu- 
al poll made by the political managers. it 
the same rule holds good in Indiana Harbor, 
Hammond, and elsewhere, there must be con- 
éentrated here between 5,000 and 10,000 men 
whe were voters in other states or lived in 
Europe when Roosevelt was elected in 1904, 
This estimate ie probably much below the 
mark. 

An actual canvass of the resident working 
class in Gary shows an overwhelming re- 
publican sentiment. ‘The poll indicates a 
vote for Taft in proportion of 4 to 1, but the 
political managers. in order to be conserva- 
tive. figure out that in a full poll of 2,200 
votes in. this town alone, Taft will have a 
majority of not less than 600. 

The same reports come from the other In- 
dustrial centers.

Workers Fear Free Trade. 

There has been no attempt by the steel 
trust’or any of the other great corporations 
interested to control the action of their men, 
and this has not been necessary. The plant 
at Indiana Harbor is making steel and the 
workmen there are naturally as much inter- 
ested as those engaged in similar employ- 
ment in Pennsylvania, im preventing any re- 
ducti@m of the tariff on free trade lines. 

In Gary steel making has not yet begun, 
but the workmen are full of the idea that if 
Bryan should be elected capital would take 
alarm, whether rightly or wrongly, so that 
the trust might cut down its expenditures to 
the lowest possible notch consistent with the 
safety of the plant itself. 

So large has been the influx of workmen into 
this section of Indiana, and so completely 
are their own Intereste bound up In the great 
corporations which employ them, that in the 
opinion of competent managers they would 
of themselves swing Indiana into the re- 
publican column if there were any danget 
of ites going anywhere elee. 

The stee) trust is a nonunion concern. In 
the other works, where the union has a foot- 
hold, there is but little allegiance to Gom- 


pers and the national organization.

There are Hun- 
garians, men from the Balkan provinces, 
skilled steel mechanics from Illinois, Ohio, 
and Pennsylvania.

Attorney Loesch Chooses Assist- 
ants for Investigation Work. 


WAITS ONLY FOR QUARTERS, 


Asks Permission to Use Floor of Crimi- 
nal Court Building. 


Frank J. Loesch, special state’s attorney 
appointed to investigate election frauds com- 
mitted at the recent primaries, announced 
yesterday the lHste 
selected. 

He also presented to President William 
Busse of the county board a request for the 
use of the sixth floor of the Crimina! Court 
building in which to prosecute his investiga- 
tions. 

Mr. Loesch’s appointments were made pub- 
lic after a long conference with Mr. Busse 
concerning the sums to be paid the investi- 
gators and assistants and the question as to 
whether Mr. Loesch also would be entitled 
to draw his own compensation from the ap- 
propriation. of $19,500 made by the board. 
To do so would be in direct defiance of an 
opinion rendered by the boards counsel, and 
neither Mr. Loesch nor Mr. Busse would 
make public the result of their discussion on 
that point. 


Four Assistants Are Chosen. 


The men chosen to aid Mr. Loesch are: 
Haynie R. Peareon, chief assistant; Charies 
J. Scofield of Carthage, Tl., assistant; Rob- 
ert M. Buck, chief investigator, and Walter 
B. Swigert, assistant investigator. 

“1 may have to add other assistant attor- 
neys when the work will warrant,’’ Mr. 
Loesch said in a letter to President Busse, 
“and will put on competent investigators 
without delayw Stenographere and some 
minor help will be added as quickly as quar- 
tera are provided. In view of the other en- 
gagements of my aspociates which they have 
postponed in order to devote themselves to 
this work. I will, with their assistance, at 
once proceed: with the work of investigation.”’

printers—the newepapers were not in ft. It 
lasted for years and the union spent several 
millions of dollars in its efforts.

“You yourself know well what the United 
States government has done as regards the 
workingmen on the isthmus; thanks largely 
to Mr. Taft, the record of the government 
at Panama is that of a model employer, both 
as regards wager ‘and hours and as regards 
the housing and care of the employés.

JOB BROKERS AGAIN ACCUSED 


Engineering Agency in Difficul- 
ties with State Official. 


DESIRES LICENSE REVOKED. 


Supt. Cruden Addresses Complaint to 
the Illinois Labor Bureau. 


The Engineering agency, incorporated, with 
offices in the Monadnock building, which was 
barred from the privileges of THs TRIBUNE'S 
acvertising columns on account of numerous 
complaints alleging practices similar to those 
of the Hapgoods employment agency, which 
lost its Ncense at the hands of the state labor 
commission, is im difficulties again with 
Supt. William H. Cruden of the state free 
employment bureau. Mr. Cruden is Af the 
opinion that the Engineering agency is 
“stalling along” im an effort to obtain $4 
from each applicant for a job instead of the 
$2 registration fee permitted by law. 

Having in mind the fact that Albert G. 
Frost, president of the employment agency, 
is appealing to Attorney Genera! Stead at 
Springfield in the hope of a favorable de- 
cision permitting his agency to continue ob- 
taining $4 fees. Mr. Cruden has set forth 
his views of Frost's methods in a letter to 
David Ross, secretary of the state labor 
bureau at Springfield. 

Cruden States His Views. 
Mr. Cruden’s letter to Mr. Ross in part isas 


follows: 

“On account of further complaint regard- 
ing the method by which Albert G. Frost con- 
ducts his employmem agency, it became nec- 


,esgary yesterday that I have further con- 


versation with him abcut it. and although he 
made writtem promises to me prior to the last 
meeeting of the commissioners that he would 
comply with my request to arrange his affairs 
so that he would only charge $2 advance fee, 


‘he now states that I was mistaken about his 


intentions, that he had been charging $4 and 
would continue to do so unless it was the 
opinion of the attorney general that he was 
violating the law. 

* There was no misunderstanding about the 
change he was to make, and his contentions 
now can omly be construed by me as deiiber- 
ate intention on his part to prevent the com- 
missioners from having an opportunity to 
take up his caseat their last meeting and thus 
secure time for further effort on his part to 
continue the old method 


“TI have his letter tothe effect that this. 


fee, while called a membership, would be con- 
sidered a registration fee, to be refunded upon 
demand being made within the proper period. 
The new contract says nothing about the 
bulletin, which, he is determined to maintain 
if possible.

Wants License Revoked. 

*“ Now, Lam of the opinion that if he were 
allowed to obtain in this way $4 acvance 
fees there would be no reason for rects- 
ing. to renew other Hcenges that have been 
revoked for similar tactics, and that Mr.

It was announced that Mr. Morrissey would 
resign as head of the trainmen’s organization, 
a position which he has held for many years, 
and will hereafter devote his entire time 
to the new agsociation. Mr. Morrissey has 
been temporary secretary of the new associa- 
tion and arrived yesterday f:om Cleveland 
to take charge of the suite of offices which 
have been fitted up as his headquarters at 
238 Railway Exchange building. It is under- 
stood that he will receive a salary of $15,000 
@ year. 

The American Rajlroad Employés and In- 
vestors’ association, which is considered to 
represent one of the most important move- 
ments affecting the relations between the 
railways and the public that have taken 
place in yé@are, wae organized in Chicago 
on Sept. 14 at-a meeting attended by the

FOR LAKE CALUMET HARBOR 


Murry Nelson, Presents New Plan 
to the Mayor’s Commission. 


SAYS IT IS NATURAL SITE, 


’ 


Sees Advantage in Removing Port 
from the Shopping District, 


A new plan for an inner herbor was pre- 
sented to the Chicago harbor commission 
yesterday by Murry Nelson, president of the 
Calumet and Chicago Cana! and Dock com- 
pany. 

Iie essential feature is a harbor 1,000 feet 
wide, extending for almost two miles diegon- 
ally across Lake Calumet, emptying at one 
end into the Calumet river in South Chicago 
— its mouth and at the other end into 

the Sag channe] of the drainage canal. 

Lake Calumet is at present from three to 
eight feet in depth, averaging about five 
feet. and Mr. Nelson figured that the excava- 
tion necessary to make a channel twenty- 
four feet deep would furnish plenty of ma- 
terial for banke on either side. This would 
cut off the northwest and southeast ends of 
the lake, and they: could be filled in and 
converted into valuable property. On each 
side of the main channel would be twelve 
slips, each 300 feet Jong and 100 feet wide. 
Every belt ine and évery eastern and south- 
ern railroad could have direct ee 
with these slips at small expense. 


Calumet and Stickney Compared. 
Mr. Nelson compared his suggestion with a 
proposal] for an inner harbor at Stickney as 
follows: 

There are nineteen bridges between the mouth 
of the Chicago river and Twenty-second street. 
There would be seven bridges between the lake 
and the Calumet harbor, 

The estimated cost of the Chicago river harbor 
is $15,000,000; of the Lake Calumet harbor, $1,700, - 


000. 
Land damages in Chicago project, $20,000,000; 
in Calumet project, $200, 000. 

Crooked river and slow current make navigeabil- 
ity of Chicago river difficult; straight channel and 
slow current make navigability of Calumet river 
easy. 

Great land damage in making Stickney harbor’ 
Calumet harbor on government land and pays for 
itself. 

Length of channel to Stickney, ten miles; to 
Lake Calumet, four miles. 

Raliroad connections difficult at Stickney, easy 
at Calumet. 

Natural Place for Harbor. 

*“ There can be no doubt in the mind of any 
impartial observer that the natural place for 
Chicago's harbor is the Calumet region,” said 
Mr. Nelson, “ It is strange that some people 
seem to think it means taking the harbor out 
of Chicago. In reality this whole district is 
within the city limits, while oe the 
greater length of the drainage Canal is out- 
side the city limits. 

“The fact that it is away from the loop 
district is another point in its faver. Chi- 
cago is the only great city in the world that 
has its port in the midst of its shopping and 
financia! district. The fact that a harbor 
out in the lake defacing Chicago’s one great 
natural beauty has been sericusly proposed 
shows how inadequate the Chicago river's 
facilities for a harbor are. The Lake Calu- 
met plan, however, has all the advantages 
of the outer harbor scheme and none of the 
defects.”” 

After Mr. Nelson’s speech the commission 
went into executive session for the consider- 
ation of the final report embodying its find- 
ings, which is being prepared for presenta- 
tion to the mayor.

Says Closing Law Is Explicit. 

In the arguments made by Attorney Church 
fn behalf of the Sunday closers he contended 
that the statute governing: the closing of 
saloons is explicit and that the mayor, in 
whom is vested the city’s executive power, 
can be forced by action of the court to close 
the saloons on Sunday as the law directs 
shall be done. 

Attorney Mayer, representing Mayor Busse 
and the defendant, Kenna, argued that the 
powers of the mayor in the matter of clos- 
ing the saloons are discretionary. It ig not 
so much a question as to whether the saicons 
and “‘ Hinky Dink” Kenna’'s saloon in par- 
ticular, shall be closed om Sunday, argued 


Attorney Mayer, as it is a question whether | 


the mayor can be forced by the courts to per- 
form a duty. 


Powers of Mayor Discretionary, 


The powers of the mayor, Attorney Meyer 
contended, allowed him the discretion of 
closing saloons by exercising the power of 
revoking the dramshop license or by secur- 
Ing convictions in the courts for specific 
violations. The city chief executive cannot 
be supervised and directed by the courts 
what he shall do and what he shall not do 
in the way of enforcing the laws, no matter 
whether the question involved ts the closing 
of saloons on Sunday or some other matter.

DIRTY POLITICS. 

The business men against whom the 
chairman of the democratic national com- 
mittee has started a boycott have treated 
the attempt with the contempt it deserves. 
They may well be confident that no de 
cent American citizen of the democratic 
party will sympathize with the Mack 
scheme or deny to these men the right 
of taking part freely in the campaign. 

So far as its private results are con- 
cerned, therefore, this incident might be 
dismissed as unimportant. But it is im- 
portant as an intrusion into our highest 
politics and through a man of the highest 
party rank of methods of coercion hith- 
erto unknown save in the lower levels of 
our political life. 

Chairman Mack knows the fear that 
Bryan’s election would retard the restora- 
tion of normal industrial and business 
conditions is the most dangerous element 
his party has to combat. But he also 
knows that it is a perfectly fair consid- 
eration for every voter in the country. 
He knows that Mr. Bryan’s financial 
views were feared and are feared by 
thousands who have capital invested or 
to invest. He knows that Mr. Bryan’s 
trust destroying. plan is feared and his 
tariff theories likewise. He knows that 
men of his own party have been chief 
among those who have feared and dis- 
trusted Bryan and in the name of our 
business welfare have fought him in and 
out of the party. 

But Chairman Mack proposes to say to 
certain specified citizens: “ You have 
no right to bring any of these fears be- 
fore the public. You are deprived of the 
right of free speech on this uncomforta- 
ble topic of Bryan’s relations te business 
confidence. If you do speak I propose 
to placard you as tyrants, etc., ete., and 
as near as I dare without getting into 


| jail I shall try to induce democrats to 


make their political hostility felt in their 
business relations with you.” 

This is the most naked and unblushing 
specimen of demagogy yet displayed in 
the history of national politics. 


JAPAN AND THE FLEET. 

Japan is about to give the battleship 
fleet a lavish and exuberant welcome. 
The mikado is urging his subjects to 
practice strict economy, and the Japa- 
nese government is cutting down = ex- 
penses. Nevertheless, there is to be no 
parsimony as regards the reception of the 
fleet. It is the intention to outdo, if pos- 
sible, all that was done by South Ameri- 
ean or Anstralasian governments. . In 
many particulars the intention will be 
realized, and yet there was a profound 
sincerity back of the Australasian greet- 
ing that will not be duplicated elsewhere. 

It is not with the demonstrations at 
Sydney and Melbourne that the reception 
prepared by Japan should be compared. 
The striking comparison would be with 
the sullen, unfriendly greeting extended 
to Commodore Perry's squadron fifty-five 
years ago. It went to Japan on a peace- 
ful, a beneficent errand. But the visit 
was unsought for and unwelcome. If it 


ure. Japan was not prepared to modify 
in any particular its policy of isolation 
‘and the closed door. What it did concede 
to Perry was conceded reluctantly and 
grudgingly by men whose minds were 
filled with suspicion and distrust. 

There is a greater difference between 
the reception then and the reception now 
than between the squadron of 1853 and 
the fleet of 1008. Yet Perry had under 
his command what was a formidable 
force for his day, and some ships which 
were equal if fot superior to any of their 
class afloat. The United States, looking 
back half a century, can take just pride 
in its progressive naval power as well 
as in the fact that it made the first 
breach in the Japanese policy of the 
closed door. Now its fleet is received’ 
hospitably in waters which were closed 
as far as Japan could close them to 
American vessels. 

It is of, these things that one should 
| think now. Questions of Japanese immi- 
gration or Japanese children in the public 
eehools should not be recalled. The as- 
sertions that the battleship fleet was sent 
to the Pacific as a hint to Japan not to 
be dictatorial in its tone should be dis- 
missed from mind, The two great naval! 
powers of the Pacific, which never have 
been at war, and which it is to be hoped 
never will be, are exchanging courtesies. 
This is a hope that- probably will be 
shared by the men who would have to do 
the fighting after they shall have become 
a little better acquainted. Those of one 
service could not but recognize in those 
ef the other “foemen worthy of their 
steel.” That recognition would make for 
the preservation of peace. 


INSPECTING THE SCHOOLS. 

“There are too many pupils per teach- 
er in your high schools.” “AU right. 
We will change the conditions.” Such, 
in effect, is the message from the North 
Central Association of Colleges and Sec- 
ondary Schools to the Chicago beard of 
education and the reply thereto. The 
incident, taken in connection with a 
charge made against a particular Chicago 
school a short time ago, calls attention 
to the effective machinery which modern 
educational administration has developed.

In practical experience the universities 
have discovered that the accrediting of 
teachers is much better than the giving of 
a blanket indorsement to a school, Often 
it is the case that a teaching force ts 
strong in some departments and weak In 
others. Where there is periodic inspec- 
tion of the work of the individual teacher 
there is a constant stimulus to effort 
that is bound to be effective when the 


one who is watched is conscious that fail-— 


ure to make a favorable impression on 
selected inspectors may be followed by 


‘refusal to accredit students in hie par- 


ticular subject. 

Some teachers are handicapped by lack 
of training or by inability to impart 
knowledge. Others fail because of the 
want of needed accessories of physical 
equipment of the school, Stil! others 
wear themselves out in vain attempts to 
handle overcrowded classes where a dis- 
tinct success might attend instruction of 
the normal number of students. The 
trained inspector, selected with care for 
his delicate task, discovera the weak 
points, reports them to school officials, 
and if the latter are sensible they make 
haste to remedy the defecta. 

The association which has made crit- 
icisms of the Ohicago high schools is 
composed of representatives of college 
and school alike. Its aim is to better 
conditions in both, There is no doubt 
that the inepection system has had a 
healthy influence upon the whole char- 
acter of secondary school instruction. If 
through it faults have been found in the 
Chicago schools there is only one thing 
to be done. The echools must be made 
as nearly perfect as possible. Chicago 
should have nothing but the best in the 
form of secondary education. 


MILK AND TYPHOID. 

A few months ago there was an out- 
break of typhoid fever In the southern 
part of the city. The health department 
investigated and found that milk from a 
dairy where there was typhoid had been 
the carrier of the disease. Now there 
has been an outbreak at West Pullman. 
The source of infection has been ascer- 
tained. There was typhoid fever in the 
family of an Indiana dairyman who ships 
milk to the city. It is said that the man 
who retailed the milk kept on distribut- 
ing it even after he knew of the condi- 
tion of things,on the farm. Manifestly 
the license of such a man should be re- 
voked for all time. A man whose igno- 
rance or greed for gain imperils the 
health of his community should be put 
out of business. 

This West: Pullman affair gives some 
idea of the incessant watchfulness which 
has to be exercised by the health depart- 
ment to protect the people against ty- 
phoid fever from impure milk. It is not 
enough to wait until there have been 
eases in which milk seems to have been 
the earrier and then hunt for the source. 
Preventive methods must be. adopted. 
The dairy farms should be inspected and 
the dairymen instructed as to the pre- 
cautions they should adopt. A great deat 
of valuable work has been done in this 
direction. The health department has 
had the benefit of the cordial and most 
useful cobperation of the state board of 
health. It has been aided by various 
officials in Wisednsin, from which tae 
city gets much milk. 

The department ought also to secure 
the cojperation of the Indiana health au- 
thorities. It is as much their duty to see 
that impure milk is not shipped out of 
the state as it is to see that it is not sold 
to the inhabitants. of Indianapolis and 
other Indiana towns. The territory from 
which Ghicago draws its milk supply is 
steadily expanding, and the health de- 
partment, with its limited resources, can- 
not cover the entire ground. It needs 
and should have the support of the 
proper officials of all the states that ship 
milk to this city. |

Prussia has just lost through death an 
important functionary—namely: the konig- 
licher scharfrichter; in other words, the chief 
executioner of the kingdom, and, indeed, 1 
may add of the empire, since his operations 
have by no means been confined to Prussia 
and hie services have been, whenever neces- 
sary, invoked by the governments of the 
other sovereign states of Germany. 

Reindel, for that is his name, is respons!i- 
bie for the even hundred of decapitations 
that have taken place in Prussia during the 
last twenty years—that is to say, since the 
accession to the throne of the present em- 

eror, 
vit must not be inferred from this that the 
present kaiser is less humane than his grand- 
father, under whose reign the office of ex- 
ecutioner was more or less of a sinecure. It 

erely means that William II. does not be- 
eit in the aboltion of capital punishment, 
and that when the courts of justice, after due 
érial, have pronounced the sentence of death 
upon a murderer he, save in exceptional cir- 
cumstances, declines to interfere. 

He does not sign the warrant for execu- 
tion, as many people, even in Germany, seem 
to believe. He merely refrains from making 
use of the prerogative of clemency and 
allows justice to take its course. 

Olé Emperor William made such free use 
of his right to commute capital sentences 
after he came to the throne that throughout 
his entire reign of close upon thirty years 
there were but two executions in Prussia. 
One of them took place in March, 1866, and 
the popular sentiment against the criminal, 
who had killed one of the most eminent 
professors of the Berlin university under 
circumstances of particular atrocity, Was so 
strong that the sovereign was advised not 
to interfere. 
feign was that of his would-be assassin, 
Hoedel. 

In 1878 two attempts were made to kill the 
old emperor, one by Hoedel and the other 
by Nobeling. Both of them shot at the old 
monarch, Hoedel so severely wounding 
him that for a time his life was in danger, and 
for several months he was incapacitated 
from fulfilling his duties as sovereign, which 
were confided to his son, the crown prince, 
efterwards Frederick IIL, as regent. 

Frederick, who was intensely wrought up 
by the sufferings of his aged father, then 
in his Sist year, declined to commute the 
sentence of death passed upon Hoedel, whose 
trial took place while he was officiating as 
regent, and the detapitation was performed 
im the prison yard at Berlin by Krauts, who 
had succeeded the elder Reindel as crown 
executioner. 

Krauts was not long afterwards deprived 
of his office in consequence of his being con- 
cerned in a quarrel in which his adversary 
succumbed to his injuries. He was acquitted 
bécause there was not enough legal evidence 
to actually convict him, But the circum- 
stantial testimony Was so strong that he was 
dismissed, and, being a man of herculean 
proportions, adopted the not altogether in- 
appropriate business of horse knacker, a 
trade which it is said he found most con- 
genial, 

He was succeedéd in turn by the son of his 
former chief, young Reindel, who, scion of 
a dynasty of executioners, and a native of 
Magdeburg, has just been gathered to his 
fathers. A certain Schwietz of Bresiau, who 
is officially declared to have given satisfac- 
tory evidence of his qualifications for the 
post, has been nominated as crown execu- 
tioner of Prussia in his stead. 

Let me add in conclusion that in Prussia, 
and in most of the states of Germany, ex- 
ecutions by the block, and either the ax or the 
big two handed sword, are still in vogue, In 
fact, there is little, save in the costume of the 
participants and witnesses of the grewsome 
scene, to distinguish them from the execu- 
tions of medieval times.

Lord Minto, in his capacity of viceroy of 
India, is about to revive the office of com- 
missioner of the press at Calcutta, which was 
created by the late Lord Lytton in 1877, with 
a salary of $20,000 a year, and suppressed on 
the score of ill advised economy four years 
afterwards. — 

Lord Lytton'’s aim in calling this oficeinto 
life was to furnish the native press with 
constant timely and accurate information in 
order to minimize its ignorant and wunin- 


| structed criticism of the government and of 


the latter's measures. 

The press commissioner was, as long as he 
lasted, the recognized intermediary between 
the government and the press, the editors 
being informed that he was authorized to 
address them on behalf of the governmens 
and also to receive any reply to all in- 
quiries and complaints. 

Since the suppression of the commissiorer- 
ship the native editor has been placed in a 
position of much difficulty and has suffered 
from many disabilities. 

Rarely possessed of any personal acquaint- 
ance with the high officials of the land, he has 
been ignorant of the real opinions and of the 
modes of thought of the ruling class. Ifa 
rumor reached him there has been absolutely 
no means by which he could assure himself 
of its truth or falsity. If he misunderstood 
or misinterpreted the meaning or motive of 
any public measure there has been no one 
to give him even a hint of his mistake, or 
from whom he could derive the slightest ald 
to a better understanding. 

Far in India there is no parliament inn 
the debates of which he might learn some of 
the curious bearings of public questions, no 
right of interpellation, from which to ob- 
tain even the shadowy outline of truth re- 
garding a fact or measure. 

Since the days of Lord Lytton the organs 
of the native press have enormously in- 
creased im number throughout India, and 
at their doors lies the principal regsponsi- 
bility for the present native unrest and dis- 
content. 

Lord Minto and his advisers at Calcutta 
have come to the conclusion that while some 
of the antagonism of the vernacular press 
of India is attributable to race hatred and 


to sedition, a still greater part of it may be 


ascribed to ignorance, which a revival of the 
office of press commissioner will be ca]- 
culated to dispel.

Mexican Priest Consecrated in Wash- 
ington in Accordance with the 
Wish of President Diaz. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 16—With solemn 
ceremony conducted directly under orders of 
the pope at Rome and in the presence of 
Mer. Diomede Falconio, the papai delegate, 
thte Rt. Rev. Laurenus Vores of the province 
of Mexico was today consecrated a bishop. 
The service was conducted at Trinity church, 
West Washington.

The ceremony was held in this city in ac- 
cord with the wish of President Diaz of 
Mexico. that the consecration, be by the 
papal delegate to the United States.

Thess decorations are 
largely in silver, gilt, and a peculiar yellow 
veiled with the red, green, and vari-colored 
stippling which itmpreseionists love in their 
attempted reproducing of sunshine and other 
warm toned light. The color scheme is an 
unusual one, but more restful than wee that 
of last season. It, therefore, is a grateful 
change, and the approval of it yesterday was 
general. These were the chief alterations in 
the hall itself.

In the orchestra things remained about as 
before. A. few néw faces among the first 
violinists, the placing of some of the firsts 
of last season among the seconds, a new prin- 
cipal for the contrabasses, a new piccolo 
player, and a change in the clarinets and 
bassoone—these were all that there was of 
new in the personnel of the splendid organ- 
ization, 

The men most of them showed in tanned 
complexion and a slight fullness of feature 
the result of the summer vacation, and there 
was a spirit of well being and of healthy ant- 
mation which was general. Mr. Stock him-’ 

self was smiling and gracious as ever, and 
there was in his beat a positiveness and de- 
cision that told of good physical condition. 
He was greeted enthusiastically when he first 
appeared, the applause jasting’from the mo- 
ment he entered until he bad reached the di- 
rector’s desk and repeatedly bowed his ac- 
knowledgments. 

The program books bore a new name as an- 
notator. Hubbard William Harris, who 
served so efficiently in that capacity for 
many years, has retired and the work now is 
intrusted to Felix Borowski. The analysis 
of the compositions played yesterday, while 
along the customary lines, showed that the 
important task has been intrusted to hands 
thoroughly competent and gave assurance 
that the interest and the information the 
orchestral blue books afford will not suffer 
any waning.

As for the program, it was wholly familiar 
as regards material. The fact was not gen- 
erally known, but it remains none the lese a 
fact, that yesterday was the seventeenth 
anniversary of the founding of the orchestra. 
It is the first time since 1891 that Oct. 16 
has fallen on Friday. Seventeen years ago 
yesterday Mr. Thomas directed the first 
Chicago Orchestra concert. The Auditorium 
still was comparatively new and was the 
pride of the city, the organization was the 
realization of dreams long cherished for the 
founding of a permanent orchestra here, Mr. 
Thomas saw in the undertaking the promise 
of conditions which he had desired for many 
years, and the building, the organization, the 
man, and the public seemed all to have been 
brought together at the proper, moment. 

Many changes have taken pidee since that 
day seventeen years ago. The noble hall 
has fallen to baser uses, he who formed and 
fashioned the orchestra has passed away, 
the public has changed in certain respects, 
but the great work then begun has gone 
steadily on. Success financial has been 
achieved, and success artistic has been won 
even beyond the hopes and dreams of the 
first promoters of tie splendid undertaking. 
-Permanency has been assured the orchestra, . 
and Chicago has in the exceptional band of 
players a factor for cultural good and en- 
joyment giving which is of a value beyond 
the estimating. 
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At the concert seventeen years ago the pro- 
gram consisted of the Wagner “ Eine Faust ” 
Overture. the Fifth Symphony of Beethoven,. 
the Tschaikowsky Concerto No. 1 for plano, 
played by Mr. Joseffy, and the “‘ Husitzka ” 
Overture of Dvorak. By what probably was 
mere coincidence the program Mr. Stock ar- 
ranged for yesterday was almost a counter- 
part of that first one. It was made up of 
an Overture by Wagner (‘“ Rienzi"), a Sym- 
phony by Beethoven (the Seventh), a com- 
position by Dvorak (Symphonic Variations), 
and a Lisat selection ("‘ Tasso”), which may 
with justice be regarded as corresponding to 
the Tschaikéwsky concerto. 

Excellently as the orchestra played at that 
first concert seventeen years ago, it is safe to 
say that the performance then wae not the 
equal of the one Mr. Stock and his men gave 
yesterday. The years have brought the tech- 
nical perfecting and finishing of the superb 
organization, and it stands as a virtuoso to- 
day. Nothing is impossibie toit, only the best 
is heard from it. Yesterday the work was 
like the singing of an artist who appears for 
the first time after severa) weeks away from 
daily practice and public work. The voice 
was hot rough, but it was peculiarly full, 
vibrant, and strong. It had In it something 
of the vigor that rest and the big outdoors 
give, and while that vigor never resulted in 
roughness or inaccuracy, it made just a sug- 
gestion difficult the accomplshing of those 
finesses and delicate nuances which are easy 
when a few weeks of constant rehearsal and 
concert work have been had. It wasa fresh- 
ness that but enhanced the charm of the work 
done, however, and the afternoon wag one of 
joy. 

The “ Rienzi*’ was read with a dramatic 
bigness and a lyric sweep that were uplift- 
ing; the Beethoven became the great beam 
of tonal sunshine that it is when perfectly 
presented; the Dvorak Variations never have 
seemed richer i color and more captivating 
in spirit and pure sensuous beauty, and even 
the pompous ‘ Tasso’ took on impressive- 
ness and the semblance of sincerity as read 
by Mr. Stock and played by his men. The 
Same program tonight at 8:15 o'clock.

PRESIDENT JAMES DEFENDED 
BY THE UNIVERSITY SENATE. 


Resolutions Adopted by His GCol- 
leagues at Urbana Repudiate Alle- 
gations of Autocratic Behavior.

Urbana, Ill., Oct. 16.—At a meeting of the 
senate of the University of Illinois the fol. 
lewing resolutiong were adopted: 

Whereas, There is ground for apprehending that 
recent articles in the press may lead the public to 
think that academic freedom is suppressed or in. 
terfered with at the University of Dlinols by the 
president, or that tenure of office is Insecure because 
of autocratic administration; therefore, without 
entering at ail into e discussion of the case referreg 
to in said articles, be it

ties directing these affairs, which one by one 
are made familiar to us by a writer loving to 
srope in old parchments for the most jnti- 
mate facts in the life of his chosen subject. 
Such is the kind of history Mr. Augustus 
Hare hes written of Baldassare Castiglione, 
the courtier, scholar, soldier; the man who 
was to Italy of the early sixteenth century 
what Philip Sydney was later to England— 
the ideal gentleman. 

Mr. Hare has given us a thorough charac- 
terization of this nobleman, who virtually 
laid down the law of social behavior for Eu- 
rope. He justly emphasizes Castiglione’s 
“The Book of the Courtier” as one of the 
fundamental works of the renaissance, and 
prints an epitome of the work at the close 
of the biography. Thesuppression of the con~ | 
fusing details of the internecine Italian wars * 
of the time, without any slight to the large 
events in which Castiglione hada part, make 
this an admirable biography. (Imported by 
Charles Scribner's Sons.) - . 


Another study of the renaissance, ‘“‘ THE 
LATER YEARS OF CATHERINE DB 
MEDICI” (B. P. Dutton & Co.), is Edith 
Sichel’a second study of this, the queen 
mother. The central event of this period is, 
of course, her part in the St. Bartholomew 
magsacre. This Miss Sichel presents with 
great dramatic power. The book through- 
out maintains a high level of historical nar- 
rative, not too severe for the general reader 
and not too familiar for those who disdain a 
confusion of literature and history. 

This is, however,.a character study rather 
than a history, and admits of the obvious 
personal bias of the author, whose generali- 
gations are worthy of note. 

“It was the destiny of Catherine de Medict 
to imbibe the poison of the renaissance and 
reformation in the worst sense of the words. 
From the reformation she derived its abuses, 
its degradation of religion into politics, its 
gross polemic materialism. From the renais- 
sance she inhaled its stagnant paganism, its 
cold curiosity, its stupid blindness to aught 
but the senses, its foolish worship of a 
golden calf set up in a boundless wildernesgs."’ 

The book is attractively bound and contains 
fine photogravures of the leading courtiers 
of the queen mother, 
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A book from across the border, and an 
attractive one, too, is “‘ CANADIAN TYPES 
OF THE OLD REGIME, 1608-1698,"" by 
Charles W. Colby, professor of history in 
McGill gollege, Montreal. (Henry Holt & 
Cu.) It is one of the numerous publications 
which have been and are about to be pub- 
lished in further iNustration of the recent 


anniversary of the founding of Quebec. The 
author in his aim to discuss various aspects 
of French colonization does this by taking 
a number of specially representative per- 
souages. Ina chapter on the historical back- 
ground of New France relating to conditions 
in France itself, governmental, political, so- 
cial, religious, and economic, the writer pre- 
pares the way for an intelligible account of 
the great and abundantly ambitious French 
scheme’of new world empire building. The 
contrasts ‘between New France and New 
England are instructive. 

Following this the several chapters treat, 
in a popular way, of Champlain, the explorer; 
Brebeuf, the missionary; Hebert, the colonist; 
D’iberville, the soldier; Du Lhut, the coureur 
de bois; Talon, the intendant; Laval, the 
bishop; Frontenac, the governor; and the 
“Woman. The writer lays no claim to origi- 
nality of research. Indeed, he appears to 
have somewhat underrated his theme and the 
capital oppomunity offered him. The subject 
and the plan of treatment were such as might 
well have provoked a professor of history in 
a Canadian college to lay himself out tn doing 
his level best, both in respect to substance 
of fact and thought and the true literary 


Miss N. Hudson Moore, who is one of the 
most reliable writers onthe subject of col- 
lections In America, has written “ LFT- 
WARE, DUTCH AND ENGLISH F (Ff. A. 
Stokes company), a little handbook that 
collectors should prize highly. To historical 
sketches of the rise and flourishing of the 
two branches of the art ehe has added a 
jong list of delft potters, with the dates of 
their entrance into the guild or mastership 
and faceimiles of their private marks. There 
are many {llustrations. 

BE. Boyd Smith’s book this year is ‘SANTA 
CLAUS AND ALL ABOUT HIM” (F. A. 
Stokes company). This je the first descrip- 
tion we have éver seen about the habits and 
home life of Santa Claus, and Mr. Smith 
agseures us it is quite authentic. There area 
number of revelations concerning the old 
gentleman, one of the most disturbing being 
the assertion that he walks about the earth 
seeing everything, but not seen himself. In 
fact we have a picture of him doing that 
very thing. Mr. Smith hae been allowed to 
make a number of colored pictures repre- 
senting the home life of Santa Claus. 
@o not see how any parent can keep his child 
parted from this book. 
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O14 New Orleans is the romantic back- 
ground for Marguerite Bouvet’s “ CLO- 
TILDE” (A. C. McClurg & Co.), the story 
of a little girl who came from France to a 
mother she had never seen—an imperious 
young society leader in the old city—and of 
her varying fortunes in a loveless home, in 
a covent, and, finally, ae an heiress and the 
beloved of a young captain who, at the time of 
‘Clotilde’s advent, had been paying court to 
her mother. 

The story has the flavor of old Creole days 
and is redolent of the magnolia. Perhaps it 
is a true story for at the end it reads thus: 
“In the quaint street, far down below the 
modern Esplanade, there is still to be seen 
today an old fron gate and a portion of the 
high stone wall which, the inhabitants of that 
section of the city will tell you, once sur- 
rounded the gardens of the lordly mansion 
where all the events took place which have 
made up the simple fortunes of Clotilde.” 

The prolific pen of the Baroness Orczy has

ERE comes a writer with whom the 


critic must reckon. Get his name, It 

is G. B. Lancaster, and, although he 

publishes his books in England, his 

name does not appear in the English 
Who's Who. “ A Spur to Smite” is given as 
& previous work of his on the title page of 
his latest novel, but that awakens no mem- 
Ories of anything remarkable. But the new 
story, “THE ALTAR STAIRS,” which 
Doubleday, Page & Co. handle in this coun- 
try, is something not easily forgotten. 

It is a novel with an unusual setting, that 
of the Solomon islands and Néw Caledonia, 
in the south seas, and with a forceful style 
that grips you from the first sentence and 
has no release until long after you have 
finished the last page. The author acknowl- 
edges deep debt to several works on Mila- 
nesian life, but this will not quite do. It 
may be that Mr. Lancaster was never out of 


the sound of Bow Bells, but there is too much 


in his story that has the real ring to have us 
believe that he drew all his inspiration from 
works on Polynesian ethnology. 

We are not going to try to retell his story 
here, but it is the tale of Rod Mclean, an 
overman of the south seas, frankly bad, a 
leader of others, a pagan, but withal not 
lacking in that spark which a human soul 
will give out when struck at the right time 
and in the right way. 

How he, pagan as he was, found his way 
at last 

Upon the great worl’s altar stairs 

That slope through darkness up to God 
is told with vividness, naturalness, and with- 
out the slightest trace of mawkish sentiment. 
It is a story that Kipling would like, we are 
sure, and Stevenson would have hugged i to 
his breast. It bears some resemblance to the 
works of these two without being in the 
slightest sense an imitation. But Mr. Lan- 
caster understands women as neither of the 
others ever could, and some of his best scenes 
are those in which women are concerned. 

The character of McLean is magnificently 
drawn, and it appeals to your sympathies 
with the sharpest of calls. Hardly if any 
less heroic is the splendid missionary, Strick- 
land. Never has fiction paid a finer tribute 
to the grandly ainselfish missionaries in the 
Pacific or anywhere else than is found in 
this entirely human character of Strickland, 
the solitary bearer of the gospel, lonely, 
héeartsick and discouraged at times, but al- 
ways turning a bright face to danger and 
defeat, and never for a moment abating the 
zeal of his fight against the ignorance of the 
natives of the active opposition and brutal 
greed of the white traders. 

There are other characterg in the book, 
which are subsidiary, but which are néver- 
theless sketched with the pen of a master, 
and there are descriptions of the isles and 
waters of the far Pacific poignant enough 
wring the heart of any one north of the tropic 
of Cancer. It is a well proportioned book on 
a difficult subject, handled with commend- 
able skill. We shall dislike to see another 
book by this man, for the reason that we fee} 
it will fall far short of the first we have read. 
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Galusha Anderson, Li. D., formerly prest- 
dent of Chicago university, was, during 
the civil war, the pastor of a prominent 
church in the city of St. Louis.

* To all those, living or dead, who by wis- 
dom,. tact; and self-sacrifice helped to keep 
Missouri in the union,” is dedicated Dr. An- 
derson’s book “ A BORDER CITY DURING 
THE CIVIL WAR” (Little, Brown & Co.). 
It Is the author’s opinion that the war can- 
not be fully understood without a knowledge 
of the unique experiences of a border city; 
and so his book not only chronicles events 
and reveals currenta of thought and feeling 
during the war, but shows what was peculiar 
to his community, divided as it was between 
the loyal and disloyal. 

In short, Dr. Anderson has written of St. 
Louls during that transitory period when 
she was emerging from “a free city on slave 
soil,” as Carl Schurz expressed it, and be- 
coming a free city on free soil. 


“WULNOTH THE WANDERER " (A. C. 
McClurg & Co.), by H. Escott-Inman, is a 
story.of King Alfred of England—for it was 
in his reign that Wulnoth, the “ born thrall, 
called the Wanderer,” aided two kings to 
gain kingdoms, and loved Edgiva the Beauti- 
ful.

“From across the ‘has beens’ they look— 
the heroes of old—Wulnoth, and Wahrmund, 
and Osric, Guthrun, Guthred, and Alfred; and 
to you, their descendants, they cry in thecry 
of the old northland, to follow their steps and 
be heroes in your day as they in theirs, and 
follow the white Christ whom they loved and 
served when they cast aside the gods of the 
northiand.”’

| ‘Trading in grain for future delivery is an out- 
| growth of our Jargé commerce; it is a useful and 
beneficient evolution of modern business; it is one 
of the economies of modern methods, and it is as 
necessary to the prudent merchant in eliminating 
unnecessary risks in merchandising grain as mod- 
ern machinery is to the practical farmer in raising 
grain,” said Hiram N. Sager, of the 
Chicago board of trade in an address on ‘* Trading 
in Grain for Future Delivery "' before the annual 
convention of the National Grain Dealers’ associa- 
tion, held at St. Louls yesterday. “It is a well 
known business principle that profits should be in 
proportion to risks taken, or, to state the con- 
verse, as rickh are eliminated profits will be re- 
duced, That is to say, that whatever in the mer- 
chandising of our crops reduces the risks to the 
middie man leaves something to be divided between 
the producer and the consumer, ‘It enables the 
merchant to work on a closer margin of profit, and 
thus results in higher prices paid to the farmer 
and lower costs of bread to the consumer, A 
benefit to both and an injury to neither. When 
grain, immediately after harvest, is moving free- 
ly to market the buyer must of necessity either 
protect himself against a possible decline in values 
by purchasing on a wide margin of profit, or else 
insure himself against lose by eelling the grain 
for either immediate or future delivery.

The tone of confidence reflected by the 
optimism of retailers is having # tonic sffect with 
jobbers and manufacturers,” « 

Marshall Field & Co., in their weekly review 
of the dry goods trade, states: “ As the result of 
some clever illustrations of the possibilities of the 
new side band designs, an unusually heavy business 
has been done tn this clase of wash fabrics the last 
few days. Cooler weather has brought forth the 
usual rush for heavier garments, flannels, bian- 
kets, underwear, etc., feeced underwear being in 
extraordinary deman The better grades of furs 
are in favor again, lyme and mink leading. Re- 
tallere were unable to sell lower priced garments 
last year and are replenishing their stocks with 
the higher grades. 

“This is unquestionably a ‘trimming year.’ 
The newest styles necessitate al) kinds of trim- 
mings, ruchings, and laces in profusion. Put- 
tong are so scarce and It is so necessary that they 
exactly match the cloth used in the garment that 
retailers are buying thier own molde in order to 
supply the demand for this mode of trimming 
brought on by the new. directoire styles.’’

BIG ADDITION TO ST. LUKE’S. 


Building Said to Be Best Equipped of 
Its Kind in Chicago. 


The George Smith memorial, the newly 
compitted addition to St. Luke's hospital 
which was made possible through a gift of 
$600,000 by the late James Henry Smith, will 
be dedicated tomorrow afternoon at 2 o'clock. 
The addition, which has been declared by 
physicians to be the most admirably equipped 
hospital in Chicago, fronts on Michigan ave- 
nue between Fourteenth and Fifteenth 
etreets and forms a new imposing entrance 


to St. Luke’s hospital, 
In addition to being fireproof, with stee! 


stairways and connecting doors, the addition - 


practically is sound and dust proof through 
the use of double doors and windows through- 
out. Not only are thé windows and doors 
double to shut out outside noises and dust, but 
the elevators are provided with vestibules on 
each floor with double doors to shut out in- 
ternal noises. 
Given Over to Private Rooms. 

The new building wholly is given over to 
private rooms, furnished with lacquered 
brass beds and solid mahogany furniture in 
colonial patterns. It contains 127 rooms in 
 ad@ition to operating, instrument, and dress- 
ing teooms, a model kitchen for serving indi- 
vidual orders, a therapeutics room equipped 
with a light bath, a Nawheim bath, and com- 
plete outfit for this type of treatment, in- 
cluding a system for hydrotherapeutics. 

A unique feature is a system of colored 
electric lights throughout the whole build- 
ing which are operated from the office and by 
which every interne im each of the four de- 
partmeénis can be called almost immediately 
to any urgent or emergency case. 

The mechanical plant is one of the most 
complete ever installed in hospital service. 
It includes an individual heating and light- 
ing plant, an individual ice water system and 
a brine cooling system, a ventilation syetem, 
separate from the heating system, through 
which al the air entering the building is 
washed and dried.
